ON ACCOUNT OF ILL HEALTH 


Frankfort. Ky., May 28.—[Special.]— 
The resignation of Judge James E 
Cantrill. of Scott county, as Judge of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals for tho 
Fifth district, which has been antici¬ 
pated for several months, was received 
at the State Executive Department th*s 
morning. Gov. Beckham accepted the 
resignation and Immediately appointed 
Judge John D. Carroll, of Henry coun¬ 
ty. to the office. 

Announcement of the resignation and 
appointment came simultaneously from 
the Governor’s office, and within half 
an hour the new Judge had received 
his commission, presented it, and been 
sworn In as a member of the court. 
At the regular morning session of court 
Judge Carroll occupied a peat upon the 
bench with his associates, and received 
several handsome bouquets of flowers 
as messages of congratulation from 
admiring friends about the Capital. 

♦ • • 

Appointment Requested. 


Judge Cantrill, in resigning his com¬ 
mission, after an Illness continuing 
throughout the entire time since he 
was elected to the Appellate bench In 
November, 1904, addressed a letter to 
Gov. Beckham in w r h!ch he referred to 
the record made upon the bench by 
Judge Carroll as commissioner of the 
court, and requested his appointment 
os his successor as n Judge of the 
court. In his letter Judge Cantrill says 
that he w'ould have resigned long since 
had It not been for the encouragement 
given him by hts physicians and tho 
hope that he had to realise the ambi 
tlon of his life, to take a active part 
as a Justice of the higher tribunal of 
Kentucky. In retiring he expressed his 
gratitude to the people of his State, 
district and county for their kindness 
and the many honors they have con¬ 
ferred upon him in the past. The let¬ 
ter of resignation reads as follows: 

Georgetown, Ky„ May 28. 1907.—To J. 
C. W. Beckham. Governor of Kentucky— 
Your Excellency: I hereby tender my 
resignation as Judge of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals of Kentucky fur the Fifth Appellate 
District, to take effect at once. 

Had It not been for the encouragement 
given me by eminent physicians, the con¬ 
stant appeals of many and very dear 
friends, and my hope that I might be 
again physically able to discharge the du¬ 
ties of that high office and so realize my 
life’s greatest ambition. I should have 
handed you this resignation long ago. In 
Justice to myself and the Commonwealth 
I can defer the matter no longer. 

I hove noticed with pride what has been 
accomplished by your appointee, the Hon. 
John D. Carroll, the Commissioner of the 
court, and so I know him to he an hon¬ 
orable man, an indefatigable worker, 
strong, able and my friend, may I not 
venture to ask your excellency appoint 
him to succeed me? With Infinite grati¬ 
tude to the people of my State, district 
and county, because of their unvarying 
kindness to me through all the past, and 
for the many honors they have conferred 
upon me, I am sincerely,

The resignation of Judge Cantrill at 
this time will necessitate filling the of¬ 
fice at the coming November election, 
w’hen the State ticket is to be selected. 
The counties of the district are Henry, 
Trimble, Carroll, Gallatin, Owen, Scott. 
Franklin, Bourbon, Fayette. Woodford, 
Garrard. Boyle, Jessamine, Madison, 
Mercer, Lincoln, Rockcastle, Clay, 
Jackson, Laurel, Knox and Owsley. 
Ever since Judge Carroll’s selection as 
Commissioner of the court, an office 
created by the General Assembly of 
1906 because of the condition of Judge 
Cantrill, it has been understood about 
the Capital that he would succeed 
Judge Cantrill whenever ho should re¬ 
sign. It has also been known that 
he would be a candidate for the Dem¬ 
ocratic nomination for the office before 
the people of the district. He was a 
candidate at the time Judge Cantrill 
received the nomination for the Judge, 
ship. 

The appointment of Judge Carroll to 
the bench creates a vacancy In the 
oommlsjdonershlp of the court, and 
there is somo speculation an to whether 
this office will be filled. Tho office 
was created by the Assembly because 
Judge CantriH was unable to sit, and 
the court was for that reason handi¬ 
capped, and it was understood, in com¬ 
mittee room and cn the floor of the 
Assembly, that the office should be 
abolished as soon os there should be 
seven active Judges upon the bench 
of the court. It was with that under¬ 
standing that the act was passed, the 
office created being left entirely at 
the pleasure of the court. Under the 
act. Commissioner Carrol! has rendered 
such invaluable service to the oourl 
that it Is being suggested that necessity 
for a commissioner still exists, and 
that the court should fill the place. 

Judge Cantrill, In bis Letter of resig¬ 


nation, speaks of Judge Carroll as the 
Governor’s appointee as commissioner, 
but this Is incorrect. The commissioner 
is elected bj T the Judges of the court, 
and he has no term of office. The mat. 
ter will likely be shortly taken up by 
the court, and the queetion of neccs 
sity for a commissioner discussed. The 
court Is still considerably behind with 
Its docket, but every Judge now upon 
the bench Is active and a hard worker, 
and. with the court completed by the 
naming of Judge Carroll, the two di¬ 
visions of It can meet regularly and 
each attend to business without in¬ 
terfering with the other division, as 
has been the case since Judge Cantrill 
was stricken.

Act Creating Office. 

The act creating the office of Com¬ 
missioner of tho Court of Appeals be¬ 
came a law February 26, 1906. It i» 
brief, reading as follows: 

“Be fct enacted by the General As¬ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky: 

First—The Judges of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, a majority of thorn concurring, are 
hereby authorised to appoint a Commis¬ 
sioner of Appeals, who shall hold office at 
the pleasure of the court, and shall dis¬ 
charge such duties as may be assigned 
him by the court. The Commissioner 
must possess the qualifications of a Judge 
of the Court of Appeals; he shall receive 
the same ftnlary and be paid in the same 
way. When the business of the court 
does not require him. the court shall ter 
minate the appointment of said Commis 
sioner. 

Second—Whereas, the Court of Appeals 
Is now considerably behind the docket; 
and whereas, the business of the court is 
steadily increasing, and a delay of Justice 
Is In many cases a denial of justice, an 
emergency exists and this act shall take 
effect from its passage and approval by 
the Governor. 

WINTERY SPRING 


EXPERIENCED IN MANY PLACES 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 


Huge Bonfires Burn Along Shore6 of 
Lake Erie To Protect the 
Fruit Crop. 


Cleveland, O., May 28.—The tempera¬ 
ture dropped to 40 degrees above zero 
last night. This record has been 
equalled only twice before since the 
weather bureau was established here 
in 1871. 

Throughout the fruit belt along the 
south shore of Lake Erie huge bon 
fires were kept burning last night with 
a view to prevent damage by frost to 
young fruit. Owing to the fact that 
there w’aa a light wind blowing nearly 
all night It is not believed that the 
damage by frost will be heavy In this 
section. From other points in the State, 
however, reports Indicate much de¬ 
struction. 

A dispatch from Zanesville, O., says 
there was a killing frost throughout 
this county and the entire Muskingum 
valley last night and fruit has been 
damaged very materially. 

MOHAWK VALLEY SHIVERS. 

Snow Falls At Intervals During the 
Day. 

Utica, N. Y.. May 28—The tempera¬ 
ture In the Mohawk valley to-day has 
been about 44 degrees. Flurrle« of 
snow have fallen at Intervals during 
the day. At Gloversvllle the tempera¬ 
ture fell below the freezing point last 
night, and there were snow flurries 
during the morning. 

Fears For Fruit and Vegetables. 

Lexington. Ky., May 28.—A heavy 
frost fell all over Eastern and Central 
Kentucky last night. It la feared that 
It klllled all fruit and early vegetables. 
This is the coldest weather ever known 
in this section at this season of the 
year. 

Heavy Frost In Mason County. 

Mayaville, Ky.. May 28.—This city 
and county were visited last night by 
the heaviest frost ever seen here at 
this time of the year. All early garden 
truck was either cut down or seriously 
damaged. 

Damage To Garden Truck. 

Winchester, Ky., May 28.—[Special.]— 
A big frost covered everything this 
morning but not much damage was 
done except to tender garden truck 
in low places, which was damaged 
some. 

Wind Helps At Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, Pa.. May 28.—The mercury 
ranged from 32 to 37 degrees In and 
about Pittsburg to-day. Ide was form¬ 
ed in a number of places. A high 
wind last night prevented a killing 
frost.

—WH1 all further efforts to prosecute 
the Hargises and Callahan for alleged 
complicity In the Breathitt county as¬ 
sassinations be abandoned? 

That la the question uppermost In 
the minds of the Elliott county friends 
of the Breathitt leaders and Is asked 
because of the failure of the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth to at¬ 
tend court here, as well as the lack of 
interest fshow-n at this time by T. P. 
Cardwell and other relatives of the late

If had, 
will be due to the failure of Little to 
deliver John Smith to the Jailer of this 
county, w’here an indictment is also 
pending against him for alleged com¬ 
plicity in the assassination of Dr. Cox. 

Shortly after Smith made his confes¬ 
sion to the Courier-Journal representa¬ 
tive he w’us remanded to the custody 
of the Breathitt Jait«r by the Hargises 
and Callahan, who were relieved of 
surety by the Breathitt Circuit Court. 
Ho failed to execute new bond and 
w'hen Judge Carnes refused the motion 
of Commonwealth’s Attorney Adams 
to quash the indictment against him 
and transfer all of the cases to the 
Elliott Circuit Court, Smith was placed 
In the custody of Jailer Little, who was 
ordered by Judge Carnes to have him 
in Sandy Hook for trial at this term 
of court. Following this proceeding 
Smith’s attorney secured his release on 
a wTlt of habeas corpus sued out be¬ 
fore Magistrate H. F. Davis, in Jack- 
son, and it Is contended by the attor¬ 
neys for Hargis that the release of a 
felony prisoner by such proceedings 
places Jailer Little In contempt of 
court. The penalty for such an offense 
Is a fine in any amount and jail im¬ 
prisonment from one to twenty years 
or both in the discretion of the Jury. 

John Abner reports that Smith has 
fled the country since the recent Hargis 
trial at Lexington and says the rela¬ 
tives of Dr. Cox. who are active In 
the prosecution of Hargis, cannot get 
any clew to his whereabouts. It is 
believed, however, that the prosecution 
would be even better off without the 

evidence of Smith.

To Pay Sorrowful Tribute 
To Mrs. McKinley. 


Women Wait For Hours For 
Doors To Open. 


President Roosevelt On Way 
To Canton 


TO ATTEND FUNERAL TO DAY. 


Canton. O., May 28.—Banked with 
flowers on every side, w'hose fragrance 
filled not only the room In which the 
body of Mrs. McKinley lay, but the 
entire house, and w’as wafted as an li¬ 
cense to the throng of people waiting 
in line to enter the residence, the 
casket was passed by thousands of 
persons this afternoon. Cantonians 
paid their tribute In the best way they 
could, since by request it had been de¬ 
nied them the privilege of any funeral 
decorations in the city or any general 
municipal participation In the cere 
monies. It was estimated that 8,000 
people passed through the McKinley 
home in the time allotted. It had been 
stated that admission w’ould be from 
3 to 6 o’clock. At 1:30 to-day. how¬ 
ever, women and children lined up In 
front of the house waiting to pass by 
the casket. The doors were opened at 
2:30, and from that time until 6:30 the 
aged, some of whom had know*n Mrs. 
McKinley from childhood; tho middle 
aged and a throng of school children 
paid silent but sorrowful tribute to 
the woman they loved. Mothers carry¬ 
ing babes on their arms waited two 
hours In line for their turn to pass 
through the house. The casket rests in 
the room, and In the same place where 
the body’ of President McKinley was 
placed while In the family home. 

Hanging on the walls In the room 
wrhere the body Is reposing are photo¬ 
graphs of President McKinley, Sen¬ 
ator Hanna and framed documents 
received by the President throughout 
his career.

Assistant District Attorney’s Report 
Says ’Frisco Affair Was 
Exaggerated. 


Lovlngaton, Va.. May 28.—Former 
Judge W. G. Loving, manager of the 
Thomas F. Ryan estate here, was to¬ 
day Indicted for the murder of Theo¬ 
dore F. Estw at Oakridge, near here, 
April 22. following a drive during which 
Loving claims Estes drugged and crim¬ 
inally assaulted Miss Loving, daughter 
of the defendant. 

The proceedings In the Circuit Court 
here were the Indictment of Loving, 
his arraignment, followed by a plea of 
not guilty, admission to bail and ar¬ 
guments for and against a change of 
venue. The court stated that the de¬ 
cision as to a change of venue w'ould 
be announced to-morrow morning. 


Recount Bill Passed. 

Albany, N. Y., May 28.—The Senate 
to-day by a vote of 38 to 8 passed the 
Assembly Bill providing for a recount 
of the ballots cast in the McClellan- 
Hearst mayoralty election of 1905 In 
New' York City. One Republican voted 
with seven Democrats against the bill, 
which ia one of the measures specially 
urged for passage by Gov. Hughes. 


That another petition will bo filed 
before the Court of Appeals setting out 
this fact was made known to Attor¬ 
ney Byrd In Lexington last Friday, 
the day following the decision of the 
Appeilate Court. 

Attorney Will A. Young, of the de¬ 
fense. stated It as his belief to-day that 
the contention of the Commonwealth 
would not hold good, as all of the de¬ 
fendants were before the court at the 
same time and that tho change of 
venue affected all alike. When the 
transfer was made, however, the de¬ 
fense had demanded separate trials of 
the accused and the Commonwealth 
had elected to try Jim Hargis first. 
That fact, it is believed, will go far 
toward sustaining the contention of 
Attorney Byrd. The separation of the 
trlala had been demanded and efforts 
to secure an elisor were being made 
when the proceedings at Jackson were 
stopped temporarily by the Court of 
Appeals, and It was on the next trip 
of Judge Carnes to Jackson the follow- 
lowing week that the venue was 
changed to Elliott county. 

Judge Redwlne convened court for a 
few minutes again this morning and 
ordered tho regular Jury panel of 
twenty-four men to report back to¬ 
morrow morning. Other than that 
nothing was done or could bo done In 
the feud cases. 

Judge Jim Hargis. W'ho was the cen¬ 
ter of attraction Sunday and Monday, 
had to give way to his brother. Alex. 
Hargis, to-day. who stood under the 
calcium light and was the object of 
the gaze of the natives. Alex. Hargis 
arrived on horseback to-day from Jack- 


Washington, May 28.—At the Cabinet 
meeting to-day Attorney General Bona¬ 
parte laid before the President* and 
Secretary Root the report of District 
Attorney Devlin, of San Francisco^ on 
the alleged assault on Japanese resi¬ 
dent* of that city. The report.) Mr. 
Bonaparte says, shows that the first 
stories of the alleged assault w’ere ex¬ 
aggerated. and that the difficulty ap¬ 
peared to be a lack of police protection 
on acoount of the strike. Secretary 
Root took the report with him. and !f 
any further action Is taken It will be 
by the State Department. 

Secretary Root to-day received the 
following telegram from the Governor 
of California in answer to a message 
of Inquiry relative to the attack on 
Japanese in San Francisco last Tues¬ 
day: 

Your telegram of May 26, concerning as¬ 
sault nmd*» on Japanese received. Will 
call attention of Chief of Police of San 
Francisco at once to your telegram and 
request him to use every effort To protect 
these people. Think the KHuaults were due 
largely to uncertain conditions existing In 
Han Francisco by reason of the labor 
trouble. J. N. GILLETTE. 

The State Department has taken no 
further action In the matter as yet. hut 
undoubtedly will communicate Gov. 
Gillette's telegram to the Japanese Em¬ 
bassy, and the belief Is expressed that 
It will satisfactorily meet their com¬ 
plaint. 

SALOON DECISION BY 

INDIANA SUPREME COURT. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 28.—The Su¬ 
premo Court to-day held that a city 
ordinance, not only forbidding saloons 
outside of the business part of the city, 
but also defining the boundaries of the 
business part so os to Include only a 
few squares surrounding the court¬ 
house and the place w here most of the 
business Is done. Is valid. It held that 
the only ground on w-hlch such an or¬ 
dinance can be successfully attacked Is 
that the city has been guilty of unrea¬ 
sonable abuse of Its power and discre¬ 
tion In declaring such boundaries. It 
also declared that a State may author¬ 
ize saloons to be licensed and that the 
saloon business la lawful except as de¬ 
clared unlawful by the State.

PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 

Leaves Washington To Attend Mrs. 

McKinley’s Funeral. 

Washington, May 28. — President 
Roosevelt left here to-night at ten min¬ 
utes after 9 o’clock for his trip West, 
to be absent from Washington until 
Saturday afternoon. 

The presidential party occupied the 
private car Magnet attached to the 
regular train over the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. 

To-morrow the President Is to attend 
Mrs. McKinley's funeral at Canton; 
on Memorial day he Is to speak at the 
unveiling of Gen. Lawton’s statue at 
Indianapolis, and on Friday he Is to 
address the Michigan Legislature at the 
capitol building at Lansing briefly In 
the morning, and In the afternoon Is 
to speak to the students of the Agri¬ 
cultural College there. Following the 
exercises at the college there Is to be 
a receptfon at the railroad station of 
a delegation from the Associated Har- 
vard Clubs, after which the President 
leaves for Washington. The President’s 
original programme at Lansing con¬ 
templated only an address to the stu¬ 
dents, but upon the urgent Invitation 
of those Interested, he consented to 
make the address at the capitol. 

The President was accompanied hy 
Secretaries Root, Garfield and Wilson: 
Secretary Loeb, Herman Kohlsaat. of 
Chicago; Surgeon General and Mrs. 
Rlxey and Assistant Secretary Luttn. 
The members of the Cabinet and Mr. 
Kohlsaat are going only as far as Can¬ 
ton to attend the funeral, after which 
they will return to Washington. The 
remainder of the party will continue 
with the President through the entire 


trip. At Lansing they will be Joined by 
Gifford Pinchot. Chief Forester. 

When the President learned that Mr. 
Kohlsaat was going to attend Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s funeral he invited him to be¬ 
come a member of his party.

TEN HOURS OF SUFFERING. 


On his way to w’ork at 7 o’clock yes¬ 
terday morning John Stabb. a pipe man 
of engine company No. 15. saw Mrs. 
Harriet Kepley, the aged widow of Au¬ 
gustus Kepley. run out of her house at 
413 East Ormsby avenue, enveloped In 
flames. At the .same time he discovered 
smoke Issuing from the doors and win¬ 
dows of the Kepley home He turned 
in an alarm at once, summoning engine 
company No. 15. while neighbors who 
were attracted by Mrs. Kcplcy’s groans 
hastened to her assistance. By the time 
the flames were smothered Mrs. Kepley 
was so terribly burned that she died at 
4:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, at the 
Deaconess Hospital, where she was Liken. 

Mrs. Kepley went into a closet under 
the steps In the hall yesterday morning 
in order to get several pieces of cloth¬ 
ing. She struck a match In order to 
find the articles, and leaving the closet 
threw the match on the floor thinking 
that the light had gone out. She then 
went across the street to a neigh¬ 
bor’s and when *he returned she 
discovered smoke issuing from the closet 
In volumes. She opened the door and 
in trying to put out the fire her cloth¬ 
ing was Ignited, and soon she was en¬ 
veloped In flames. 

Picking up a heavy skirt that was still 
untouched by the fire. Mrs. Kepley 
wrapped it around her face and rushed 
out on the porch that runs around the 
side of the house Ui an effort to save 
herself from burning to death.

Through her presence of mind In throw¬ 
ing the skirt over her face Mrs. Kepley 
escaped Inhaling the flames, but on ac¬ 
count of her advanced ago. she was un¬ 
able to withstand the shook and tho 
burns ail over her body. Every stitch of 
clothing was burned from her body from 
head to foot. Her hands, arms rind body 
from the waist up were burned badly. The 
neighbors summoned Dr. W. B. Gossett 
to attend her.

Expression of Esteem For 
Dr. E. C. Dargan. 


THE BACCALAUREATE ADDRESS 


Forty-five students w'ere graduated 
last night from the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, with degrees 
ranging from Bachelors to Doctors of 
Theology. The commencement ex¬ 
ercises were held in Norton Hill, which 
was filled, to its capacity with relatives 
and friends of thie graduates, students 
o-f the seminary and officers and mem¬ 
bers of the faculty. The officers and 
faculty of the institution occupied scat* 
upon the platform. The Rev. E. Y. 
Mullins, president of the seminary, 
sat in the itenter of the group and as 
ho arose and conferred the dentes and 
diplomat be shook hands cordially with 
each of the graduates. Handsome 
boqueta were presented to most of the 
graduating class. A feature of the ex¬ 
ercises was the singing by the entire 
assemblage of the seminary hymn writ¬ 
ten for the first commencement In 1865 
by Dr. Basil Manly and sung at every 
commencement since. 

The exercises were opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. W. L. Pickina, 
of {Savannah, Ga. Several hymns were 
then sung, following which addresses 
were delivered by three members of the 
graduating class. Dr. Mullins ex¬ 
plained that In former years it was cus¬ 
tomary to have addresses from all 
members of the full graduating class, 
but tho class had grown so large that 
it was no longer practicable. Addresses, 
he said, had been prepared by all mem¬ 
bers of the class and three of them 
had been chosen on account of their 
merit. The full graduating class, he 
said, was smaller than In preceding 
years, there being but ten in U this 
year. 

The three members selected to de¬ 
liver the addresses and their subjects 
were: Park Harris Anderson, of Texas, 
Tho Power of the Unattained;** Wil¬ 
liam Henry Moody, of Georgia, "Of¬ 
fense In the PulpU,” and Michael 
O’Rourke Patterson, of Mississippi, 
"The Messenger and the Message.’*

'•The Power of the Unattained.” 


Mr. Anderson, in the course of his 
address, said that whatever had thus 
far been accomplished by mam along 
lines of scientific research or other 
avenues of progress was the result of 
striving for Jrhe umitt^-ined. God *was. 
in a sense, the unattalned by many 
men. In the human spirit Is a pro¬ 
found need of God anti his guidance 
and life was a dream and the universe 
a flaunting lie without Him. It was an 
old law, he continued, that men liken 
themselves unto that which they 
worship, therefore it followed that If 
they worship Him they would become 
God-like aiul reach the heretofore 
un attained. 

• • • 

Offenses of the Pulpit. 

Offenses of the pulpit were pointed 
out by Mr. Moody, who said in prefac¬ 
ing his address that it was within a 
minister’s power to lend dignity and 
respect to his calling or to let It go 
down in shame. The thing most emu¬ 
lated to give offense in the pulpit he 
averred, was a display of learning. 
■Some ministers gave the hour of wor¬ 
ship over to high-sounding phraseology 
or elaborate scientific expoundings 
which were a source of disgi*?t to a 
congregation which believed that hy¬ 
pocrisy of learning was Intolerable In 
a pulpit. The speaker maintained that 
the day was at hand when people 
would no longer excuse a serious blun¬ 
der In the pulpit, so that ignorance wa s 
no more to be tolerated than a display 
of learning. Ignorance, he said, was a 
w'ord by which Southern Baptist 
preachers had too often been stigma¬ 
tized, but Ote time had come when the 
stigma was no longer deserved. 

The spirit of antagonism, also, was 
not desirable in the pulpit and the 
preacher who was careless in meeting 
financial obligations disgraced his call¬ 
ing A lack of common business sense 
would cause him the loss of his in¬ 
fluence in all matters requiring Judg¬ 
ment. Darin****. also, should be con¬ 
demned in a preacher, as the ministry 
stood for industry. A minister should 
not be flippant, he said, in conversation 
with young, people. Dignity should 
characterize him at aU times.

PLAN ORGANIZATION OF AL¬ 
UMNI ASSOCIATION TO-DAY. 


Meeting Called For This Afternoon 
By William J. McConathy, Prin¬ 
cipal of the School. 


Graduates of the I«ouisvllle Normal 
School are summoned to attend a meeting 
of the alumni of the school at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon for th© purpose of arrang¬ 
ing for the organization or, the actual or¬ 
ganisation of an Alumni Association. The 
call for th© meeting was issued yesterday 
by Prof. William J. McConathy. principal 
or the school. lie has been talking the 
project over with graduates for som* time 
and has found the most of them much In¬ 
terested and willing to take an active part 
In the formation or such an association. 

Mr. MeConbthy. who has been at the 
head of the school since 1898. estimates 
that since th© establishment of the school 
there have been about 300 teachers grad¬ 
uated from It. Many of them are teachers 
In the Louisville public schools. Many, 
however, have married and their names 
now are not known. Others have left th© 
city and tholr addresses are unknown. At 
the meeting to-day an effort will be made 
to start the compiling of a list of th© 
graduates. Tt Is possible, If enough of The 
graduates respond to the call this after¬ 
noon. that a preliminary organization of 
the association will be effected. Tho meet¬ 
ing will he held at th© schoolhouse on 
East Market street, between ClAy and 
Hancock streets. 


Mr. Patterson spoke at length upon 
his subject, “The Messenger and the 
Message." "Peace on earth, good-will 
toward men,** wan the great message, 
he said, of which the ministers were 
the messengers. The message was to be 
carried to all men by God's messengers. 
It was the highest calling on earth, he 
concluded. 

Dr. Muillins said that Lhe faculty 
viewed with regret the resignation 
from the faculty of Dr. E. C. Dargan, 
who soon leaves th© city to become 
pastor of the First Baptist church, of 
Macon, Ga. He called attention to the 
fact that Dr. C. S. Gardiner, pastor 
of the Gray-street Baptist church at 
Richmond, Va.. was elected by the 
board of trustees at the Richmond 
convention, to succeed Dr. Dargan In 
the Department of Homoletics in the 
seminary and as a member of the fac¬ 
ulty of the institution. He paid a glow, 
tug tribute to the work of Dr. Dargan 
while associated with the Institution 
and said that his departure was sin¬ 
cerely regretted on all sides. 

One regrettable Incident coming at 
the close of the present term \va« the 
expulsion of O. B. Falls, of Maryland, 
for alleged cribbing on a final exam¬ 
ination. Ho would have been graduated 
last night, as he had oomproted his 
course of study. The seminary will be 
closed now until October, when the 
largest enrollment in Its history is pre¬ 
dicted. for over 300 students have al¬ 
ready signified their Intention of en¬ 
tering.

In Introducing Mr. Bailey, Dr. Mul¬ 
lins said: 44 We sincerely regret hls de¬ 
scent from the tripod after such a 
brilliant career ns an editor, but we 
predict and expect for him a useful 
and illustrious public career." Mr. 
Bailey, in opening, made allusion to 
the affecting scene he had Just wit¬ 
nessed and said: "I know now the 
secret of U}e influence of this great in 
stitutJon. I’ve been in your family 
gathering. I’ve seen ns never before 
an exhibition of your home life—of the 
tie that binds professor, studenw and 
friends in one Messed, loving and po¬ 
tent union. Surely the beginnings of 
the greatness of thlA Institution have 
yet to be comprehended by us. 

"How significant the prayer of that 
son of the hoary East, that when he 
should be reincarnated he might be 
permitted to ooroe forth as a young 
man In America. Like Noah's dove. I 
report the waters are subsiding; the 
land appears, there’s a footing for you, 
and there never was a better time or 
country for mortal man to live and 
work In than ours—than yours, young 
then!" 

" *Th© Kingdom and the Common¬ 
wealth’ Is my subject.” said Mr Bailey, 
and he spoke In part as follows: 

"The State exists for the sake of the 
soul Tho powers that be are ordained 
of God-for God’s purposes. The Kingdom 
and the Commonwealth are not to be di¬ 
vorced.

It will manifest itself- 
must manifest Itself In the State as well 
as In aU the other realms of man’s 
activity. The Kingdom of God on the 
earth Is the national idea! of the Old 
Testament. Itfwas the passion of Jesus 
add the dream of John on Patmos. It Is 
the mission of hls followers. The modern 
democracy must rest upon this founda¬ 
tion. No other Is sufficient In motive. Not 
only 50 . but the modern democracy pre¬ 
sents the best opportunity for the Infu¬ 
sion into the body politic of that order 
of in which the Kingdom must 

corns. In the modern democracy the 
spiritual leader ha© his long-waited-for 
opportunity: He may preach to the sov¬ 
ereign: he may present the Kingdom 
to th© people, and. establishing It In tnem, 
establish It In the Commonwealth. 

"This conception of the minister's func¬ 
tion requires a change in the minister’s 
conception. of Ms office. If he receives a 
call, let him answer as one called, not 
to, minister to a flock, but to lead a 
people In the building up of a city of God. 
He may be active In missions, but he must 
not neglect the social redemption of the 
people. 

"Tho preacher's duty in th* State is 
not to be an ecclesiastical politician—not 
that by any means; but It Is to remind 
men and bring men. In the rapacity of 
citizens and in all other capacities, under 
the reign of God. The preacher 1ms a 
miKslon now fn the elevation of American 
politics. All the evils of the party sys¬ 
tem he must oppose. He has likewise an 
opportunity In the necessity for a better 
scheme of religious education In Ameri¬ 
ca. He has a call to protest against the 
covetousness and graft that now so 
threatens our nation. In a word, he has 
tho best onf>ortun4ty in alt history to In¬ 
fuse moral. Ideas Into the body politic. If 
the Commonwealth shall succeed it must 
be based upon Jesus Christ, in whom all 
things consist, and It must move toward 
the Kingdom of God on earth; for this 
Is the purpose of Him who made the 
State and gave It tts powers. 

••Wo are In the midst of the final ex¬ 
periment In govern the Common¬ 

wealth based on manhfod being the last 
resort of th© peoples of the earth. The 
call of the times la to the ambassadors 
of th© Kingdom of God to make sure this 
experiment by vitalizing the Common¬ 
wealth with the principles, the motive an 1 
th© Ideals of the Kingdom of God as 
looked for by Abraham and as described 
by Jesus ’* 

Mr Bailey was frequently Interrupted 
by applause and was greeted with enthus¬ 
iastic and prolonged applause In conclu¬ 
sion.

IMPOSSIBLE TO AMEND IT TO 
SUIT ALL MEMBERS. 


STREET RAIL WAT FRANCHISE 
OPINION MATTER OF RECORD. 


THE RENUMBERING ORDINANCE 


On motion of Councilman E. G. Hill, 
who introduced it, the ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the creation of a new tele¬ 
phone franchise to be acquired by the 
Home Telephone Company In order that 
It might be placed on the same foot¬ 
ing as the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, was withdrawn in 
the lower boufcl at the meeting of the 
General Council last night. Mr. Hill 
explained that the ordinance was in 
such shape that it could not be amend¬ 
ed so as to meet the approval of all 
who opposed It, and his motion to be 
allowed to withdraw It was adopted. 

Dr. T. J. Yager, chairman of the Re¬ 
vision Committee of the lower board, 
reported unfavorably the ordinances 
providing for the annexation of terri¬ 
tory Just west of the present boundary 
line of the city, and his report was 
concurred in. No action was taken in 
the upper board on the ordinance which 
has already passed the lower board, 
providing for the annexation of cer¬ 
tain territory south and east of the 
present boundary line, but the Indi¬ 
cations are that the committee to vfriich 
the ordinance was referred will report 
It adversely. 

An ordinance providing for new house 
numbers and street signs passed the 
upper board and was referred to a spe¬ 
cial committee in the lower board. 

Printed copies of the smoke consum¬ 
er ordinance that passed the upper 
board one week ago were ordered by 
the lower board. 

Samuel A. Lederman, of the upper 
board, suggested that the City Buyer 
be required to explain why he failed 
to advertise for a year’s supply of coal 
in compliance with the terms of an 
ordinance passed one year ago. 

Both boards adopted a resolution ap¬ 
proving the proposed sale of property 
on Third avenue owned by the Louis¬ 
ville Industrial School to the Board of 
Park Commissioners. The property is 
now occupied by a lumber company 
and will be used in widening the boule¬ 
vard. 

The opinion of Judge A. E. Rich¬ 
ards, City Attorney, in which he holds 
that the Louisville Railway Company 
has a right to operate its cars over the 
streets of Louisville, was received and 
filed In the upper board. 

Both boards adjourned to meet again 
next Tuesday night. 

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


Passes Ordinance Providing For Re¬ 
numbering Houses. 

Ten members were present when the 
upper board was called to order. Frank 
8 . Cook and G. Wallace Embry prere 
the absent members. 

A communication from Judge A. E. 
Richards, correcting a typographical 
error that appeared In his decision 
bearing on tho validity of the street 
railway franchise, was received and 
filed. 

Thomas D. Osborne, who was recent¬ 
ly named by the General Council a 
member of the Board of Managers of 
the Louisville Industrial School, sent 
in a communication to the board 
thanking the members for the honor 
done him. It was read and filed. 

An ordinance granting to the Louis¬ 
ville and Jeffersonville Bridge Com¬ 
pany the right to construct and op¬ 
erate addltona! tracks on Washington 
street, between Preston and Brook 
streets, was referred to the Railroad 
Committee. 

Another ordinance, granting to the 
Louisville and Jeffersonville Bridge 
Company the riglu to construct and 
operate a switch nr Floyd and Wash¬ 
ington streets, was reported favorably 
by Alderman Taylor and later passed. 

An ordinance from the lower board 
providing for the establishment of a 
market place on both sides of Market 
streeet, between Sixteenth and Seven¬ 
teenth streets, was referred to the Re¬ 
vision Committee. 

Another ordinance from the lower 
board providing for the assessment of 
a fine against any person found guilty 
of destroying real estate signs, was 
also referred to the Revision Commit¬ 
tee. • 

A resolution from the lower board 
naming Tuesday evening, June 4. as 
the date for the next meeting of the 
General Council, was adopted. 

Another resolution from ahe lower 
board, approving the sale by the Board 
of Managers of the Louisville Indus¬ 
trial School of a piece of property on 
Third avenue to the Board of Park 
Commissioners for 37.400, u’as also 
adopted. 

• • • 

House Renumbering At Last. 

Dr. R. B. Gilbert, of the House Re¬ 
numbering Committee, reported favor¬ 
ably the ordinance providing for the 
new house numbers and names of 
streets at all street intersections. By 
the terms of the ordinance the Board 
of Public Works Is authorized to ad¬ 
vertise for bids for furnishing the 
house numbers and street names and 
putting them in place, the city to pay 
for same out of the general expense 
fund. Main street Is to be made the 
base line for tho house renumbering 
between north and south, and First 
street la to be the dividing line between 
east and west. Th© numbers are to run 
one hundred to the block. The ordi¬ 
nance was passed unanimously. 

Under a call for reports from special 
committees Dr. W. W. Barnes sub¬ 
mitted Judge A. E. Richards’ report 
bearing on tho validity of the street 
railway franchises. In doing so he 
said: 

"After having read Judge Richards* 
report I am more thoroughly convinced 
than ever that the Louisville Railway 
Company has had no right to the 
streets of Louisville since 3897.” 

Without further comment tho opin¬ 
ion of Judge Richards was received arid 
filed. 

An ordinance from the lower board, 
providing for an Increase In the salary 


of the clerk In the office of the City 
Buyer was referred to the Committee 
on City Buyer. Samuel A. Lcd-rman 
suggested that the committee Inquire 
as to why the City Buyer has irot ad¬ 
vertised f«»r a year’s supply of coal, ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of an ordi¬ 
nance passed about one year ago, in¬ 
stead of purchasing it in small lots. 

BOARD OF CO UN OILMEN. 

Home Telephone Ordinance With¬ 
drawn In Lower Board. 

The lower board was called to order 
at 8:10 o’clock by President Greer with 
all members present except Councilman 
Coder, Miller. Palmore and Unz. 

An ordinance from the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works providing for the closing of 
Shipp street, between Leo and Fifth 
streets, was referred to the Committee 
on Streets of the Western district. 

A letter from Thomas D. Osborne, 
thanking the members of the board for 
electing him as a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Louisville Industrial 
School, was received and filed. 

Councilman HLU. who Introduced the 
ordinance known as the Home Tele¬ 
phono ordinance,‘providing for the sale 
of a now telephone franchise, said that 
in view of the fact that there was no 
chance now to pass the ordinance, he 
asked the privilege of withdrawing it. 
By unanimous consent the ordinance, 
which was in the hands of the Re¬ 
vision Committee, was withdrawn. 

A resolution ottered by Councilman 
Crush allowing the Board of Trustees 
of the Louisville Industrial School to 
sell a piece of property, known as the 
Norman lot, to the Park Commission¬ 
ers for 37.500 was adopted. 

The ordinance regulating the salaries 
of employes under the Board of Public 
Safety, which was amended by the 
Board of Aldermen, increasing the pay 
of two hydrant men In the fire depart¬ 
ment from 33.50 to $4 & day. was jiasned. 

The ordinance known as the smoke 
ordinance, from the Board of Aider- 
men, was referred to the Revision Com¬ 
mittee, ami on motion of Councilman 
Blitz it was ordered printed. 

The ordinance providing for the pay¬ 
ment of salaries of employes under the 
Board of Public Works, which increases 
the salary' of the clerk to the city buyer 
from 31.200 to 31.500 a year, was passed. 

The ordinance providing for the an¬ 
nexation of certain territory in the 
southwestern part of the city was re¬ 
ported unfavorably by the Revision 
Committee, which report was unani¬ 
mously concurred in. 

Councilman Bennett asked of Chair¬ 
man Baron, of the Committee on 
Streets of the Eastern District, why he 
had not reported the ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the improvement of Bylvta 
avenue. He said that a majority of 
the committee was In favor of the pass¬ 
age of the ordinance and he could not 
see why the chairman persistently re¬ 
fused to report K. 

Chairman Baron, of the committee, 
said that he had not inspected the 
street, and ho wanted to see It before 
he reported the ordinance. Council¬ 
man Bennett said the ordinance had 
been in the committee’s hands for eight 
or nine weeks. He said the people 
wanted tho improvement. He also as¬ 
serted that children were prevented 
from attending school on account of 
the condition of the avenue in winter.

Frankfort, Ky„ May 2S.—[Special.]— 
Dov. Beckham grave up almost the en¬ 
tire day to hearing visitors from Lou¬ 
isville relative to the appointments 
placed In his hands under the decision 
of the Court of Appeals ousting the 
present officials.

The coming of so many Louisville 
politicians and officeholders uaturally 
had the effect of starting Jiew the 
gossip of succession to the several of¬ 
fices at LoulsvJlle and In Jefferson 
gounty. Mr. Bingham is still slated for 
gome good position, but not the mayor¬ 
alty, as has been suggested at Louls- 
jvflle. He Is emphasising here that he 
did not stand with the other Democratic 
officeholders of the city and county 
In the methods of the campaign and 
Contest.

An Embarrassing Situation.

New York. May 28.—Suits to compel 
the Consolidated Gas Company and the 
eight other companies doing business 
In tills city to relinquish their fran¬ 
chises and to take from them all the 
permits to use the streets which they 
now enjoy, were begun in the Supreme 
Court to-day by Corporation Counsel 
Ellison on behaJf of the city. 

The defendants. In addition to the 
Consolidated, are the New York Mu¬ 
tual Gas Light Company, tho New 
Amsterdam Gas Company, the Stand¬ 
ard Gas Light Company and the fol¬ 
lowing subsidiary companies of tho 
Consolidated: The New York, Man¬ 
hattan. Metropolitan. Harlem. Munic¬ 
ipal and Knickerbocker Gas Light 
Companies. The capital stock of the 
Consolidated, which controls all the 
other companies, is ISO.OOQ.OOO. 

The suits ar$ brought so that if the 
Consolidated bo declared illegal the 
subsidiary companies may be declared 
Illegal, also and their franchises de¬ 
clared null and void. The Mutual. New 
Amsterdam and Standard are proceed¬ 
ed against separately, because their 
franchises originally contained provi¬ 
sions prohibiting consolidation with any 
other company. The Corporation Coun¬ 
sel alleges that all of the franchses 
originally granted the gas companies, 
with two ©xceptions, nave exptred by 
limitation, and he moves to oust them 
from the use of the streets and entirely 
cut off the right of eminent domain 
or the use of public or private prop¬ 
erty for distributing gas to consumers. 

In commenting on the suits to-day 
Mr. Ellison said they were brought 
In fulfillment of a determination mode 
several months ago to begin action as 
soon as the conditions of the present 
eighty-cent gas litigation would permit 
He believed then, and he believes now, 
he said, that under the law the gas 
companies have no rlgnts at all In the 
city. Mr. Ellison said hls suits will 
not Interfere in any way with the ac¬ 
tion begun last week by Attorney 
General Jerome to have the charter of 
the Consolidated Gas Company an¬ 
nulled. 

DEFENDS COTTON EXCHANGE. 

President Hubbard Denies Charges 
Overclassifying. 

New York. May 28.—President Walter 
C. Hub bait! to-night made public a de¬ 
fense of the system of classification 
practiced by the New York Cotton Ex¬ 
change. Hls statement, which he says 
constitutes the first official expression 
made by the exchange upon the sub¬ 
ject, is a general denial of the charges 
of overclassifying made in the action 
recently Instituted against the exchange 
by Theodore H. Price and the Southern 
Cotton Association. The statement. In 
purt, follows: 

The charge made by Mr Price and by 
tho Southern Cotton Association that the 
Classification Committee of the Now York 
Cotton Exchange 1ms systematically over- 
classed cotton so as to make It deliver¬ 
able on exchange <• n, a higher 

b.isi* than Its grad- would warrant, is 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false. 

The attorney for the New York Cotton 
Excluuige, Henry W. Taft, has In hls 
possession for use In tho Price action, 
affidavit* from many of the leading cot¬ 
ton merchants of the country. These affi¬ 
davits show clearly that the cotton deliv¬ 
ered to the merchants in question, under 
the rules of the New York Cotton Ex¬ 
change, hus been uniformly up to the es¬ 
tablished standard. They show that the 
work of the Classification Committee has 
bewi honest and Intelligent, and that the 
number of claims mode with the ex¬ 
change for errors In cin *alfication have 
amounted for many years to less than 
one-twemtieth of 1 per cent, of the total 
number of bales Inspected and classified 
by the committee.

PASSENGER RATE WAR AHEAD. 

New Cincinnati-Chicago Line Cause 
of Trouble. 

Chicago, May 28.—A passenger rate 
war became a strong probability to¬ 
day. when competitors of the Chicago. 
Cincinnati and Louisville practically 
decided to meet the differential rate of 
$1 inode by the last-named road. When 
the Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville 
obtained direct entrance into Chicago It 
put Us differential rate Into effect, but 
the computing roads, the Pennsylvania, 
Monon, Brie and Baltimore and Ohio, 
delayed action until the completion of 
arrangements for putting into effect the 
new set of rates required by the two- 
cent laws passed by Ohio. Indiana and 
Illinois. Developments,the managements 
of the other roads now say, make it 
imperative that Immediate action be 
taken, and a meeting of the roads in¬ 
terested has been called for to-morrow. 
Chicago officials who have sounded the 
C.. C. and L. management say the lat¬ 
ter has taken the stand that It will 
keep its rate $1 lower than competitors 
so long as there is anything to cut. 

Bondholders Buy It. 

Toledo, O.. May 28.—The Toledo Rail¬ 
way and Terminal Company and all Its 
equipment was sold to-day to the bond¬ 
holders by a master commissioner. 
There was but one bid and the road 
w'ent to the bondholders for $2,600,000.

Manchester N. H.. May 28—The 
Amoskoag Manufacturing Company to¬ 
day announced an increase In wages 
amounting to 5 per cent, for its 15,000 
operatives.

DISMISSES SUITS. 


JUDGE DROPS ACTIONS AGAINST 
KLAW & ERLANQER 


Fifteen Cases Growing Out of the 
Iroquois Fire Wiped Off 
Docket. 


New York. May 28.—Fifteen actions 
asking in the aggregate $250,000 dam¬ 
ages for personal injuries and deaths 
caused by the Iroquois Theater fire In 
Chicago were dismissed to-day by 
Judge Hough in the United Htates Cir¬ 
cuit Court here on the motion of Law¬ 
yer David Oerber, counsel for Klaw 
& Erlanger, the defendants. There yet 
remain twenty-nine similar cases, none 
of which, however, has been placed on 
the calendar of the Federal courts for 
trial. It Is expected, according to the 
lawyers, that these will be reached for 
trial at the October term. 

A great number of damage cases were 
Instituted against Klaw A Erlsinger, as 
owners of the play appearing at the 
Iroquois and os owners of the theater. 
Quite a number were tried In Chi¬ 
cago, but the courts there failed to 
hold the New York theatrical Arm 
legally responsible and verdicts In. their 
favor were rendered. Forty-four dam¬ 
age Bults against the same defendants 
were then filed In the Federal Court 
here.

For some time 
past he has been receiving "Black 
Hand” letters in which demands for 
$10,000 were made. The police had 
been notified of the threats, and the 
physician has remained on his guard. 

A suggestion that the attempted as¬ 
sassination was a development of the 
political squabble of local Armenians 
was not entertained by the intended 
victim, who said that he could account 
for the plot only on the ground that be¬ 
cause of hls name he had been mistak¬ 
en for an Italian.

Mexican Paper Says Cabrera Is Pre¬ 
paring To Find Refuge 
In Germany. 


City of Mexico, May 28 —At tho State 
Department to-day It was said that no 
news from Guatemala had been re¬ 
ceived. The Mexican Government Is as 
yet unaware of the rrsult of the re¬ 
vision proceedings In the Court of the 
Second Instance in the cases of the 
nineteen m^n sentenced to death for 


alleged complicity in the recent attempt 
to assassinate President Cabrera. 

From unofficial sources It has been 
learned that the movement of Infantry 
battalions to the border State of Chia¬ 
pas la proceeding continuously. The 
Record, an afternoon paper published 
here, claims to have received Inflamma¬ 
tion In a private dispatch to the effect 
that Cabrera Is prepared to fief to 
Germany. It says: 

"That Cabrera is frightened and Is 
preparing to quit Guatemala In case 
things get too hot for nlm In hls coun¬ 
try. Is Indicated by a private dispatch 
received here which states that he has 
purchased what is known as the Harn- 
burgehoff Hotel, a magnificent resi¬ 
dence lu Hamburg, at a cost of $2,(MX),- 
000 in gold. The deal Is said to have 
been made through a man named Adol¬ 
fo Stahl.

The cotton market opened steady at a 
decline of 2 to 5 points, was rather active 
and Irregular and closed 5 points lower 
to 5 points higher than the opening. 

The Chicago cattle market was steady, 
the hog market generally 5c higher and 
the sheep market steady to strong. 


season is much less formidable than a 
wet one. The uncertain ties, therefore, 
regarding It quite eliminate It as 
factor for the present forecasting of tho 
crop In the region affected by It. 

The data herein given In reference to 
the staple crop of the South are not de¬ 
rived from the speculative centers, but 
from a careful study of the conditions 
prevailing In the South as given by the 
most reliable Journals in the Various 
States. The Southern people and espe 
daily those tvho raise cotton are not 
so much affected by the size of the ag¬ 
gregate crop as in agricultural products 
generally. The average money yield is 
j very nearly the same whether the crop 
I be large or small. If the former, the 
price is lower, and if the latter, while 
the yield is less, with the increased 
price caused by the deficit the return to 
the planter is as large In the aggre¬ 
gate and the coat of gathering the 
staple Is less. The* volume of money 
resulting from these conditions Is 
therefore, quite equable In either case 
and its distribution causes the same 
good results Irrespective of the num 
ber of bales produced. 


The Cotton Crop. 

The outlook for the growing cotton 
crop In the South, and particularly in 
the Mississippi valley States, Is not 
encouraging, according to the latest 
reports of the Southern press. The 
same conditions of weather which have 
prevailed In more northern latitudes, 
since the spring set in. have obtained 
In the cotton belt. Before the expira¬ 
tion of the winter months high tem¬ 
peratures prevailed and a large part of 
the crop was planted several weeks in 
advance of the usual time. But just 
as the planters were congratulating 
themselves on the apparently favorable 
outlook, unusually cold weather set In 
and the c<*tton plants were seriously 
affected by It, even as far south as the 
vnlleV Qf Red river, in Louisiana, one 
cf Its most prolific areas. On many 
plantations there, as elsewhere through¬ 
out the cotton belt, fields had to be 
replanted, in whole or part, so that 
what at first seemed to promise to be a 
very earlycrop has proved to be an un¬ 
usually late ono, since, even where Lhe 
early plants survived, they were so 
chilled by the cold as to be retarded In 
their growth and promise no earlier 
fruition than the late ones. 

In addition to the cold weather, the 
•eaabn has been equally noted for the 
excessive rainfall, not only in point of 
Volume but os to Us frequent recur¬ 
rence. In Louisiana ther& have been 
several days In which there have been 
from seven to ten inches of rain, and 
nearly similar conditions have pre¬ 
vailed in several other of the cotton 
States. The New Orleans papers of 
the past few days report that almost all 
the lands along the Mississippi river, 
outside the levee, in both Louisiana and 
Mississippi, are flooded, thereby work¬ 
ing great hardships on cotton planters 
who not only have not been able to do 
any planting but have also not been 
able to do any plowing. The river is 
t»t flood stage both at Vicksburg and 
New Orleans. This is not regarded as 
endangering an overflow, but is work¬ 
ing against the planting of a full acre¬ 
age. It Is claimed, therefore, that 
if the water does not recede by the 5 th 
Vr 6 th of June the acreage of cotton 
will be materially cut tn bo'th the 
named States, as to cotton planted, 
Binci* after that date there is small 
hope of maturing before frost. 

Farther north the outlook is not loss's! 


Bad Steel Bails. 

The number of railroad accidents 
shows no diminution, and many of 
them are caused by the breaking of 
rails. Apparently the railroad authori¬ 
ties are getting tired of bearing all 
the blame and are disposed to bring 
the makers of the rails ia for their 
share of the responsibility. 

The Railway Gazette, a spokesman 
for the rfllroac) intetest, charges that 
many of the accidents which result 
from broken rails are due to the fuct 
that they are badly constructed. The 
Steel Trust is charged with selling roils 
to the roads which are not only Jm 
perfect, but are known to be so. They 
are made imperfect from greed to save 
the expense of removing those por¬ 
tions of lhe material that ore not fit 
for conversion Into rails. It is a serious 
charge, and naturally produces some 
excitement and indignation among the 
friends of the trust. 

It fs not denied that the breaking of 
rails has become a common incident. 
An official of the Carnegie Steel Com. 
pany admits that the Pennsylvania 
flyer broke twenty rails in a single 
run between New’ York and Chicago. 
But the steel men argue that the 
weight of the locomotives and cars hus 
become too great even for the heavier 
rails that are now in use, and that to 
replace therh with rails of the right 


unfavorable. From Jackson, Miss., It 
Is stated that the condition of the crop 
is very discouraging aa the result of 
recent excessive rains, causing a sus¬ 
pension of all work In the fields and 
further injury to cotton stands already 
overrun with grass and weeds. It Is 
generally conceded that Mississippi's 
outlook for a cotton crop is the poor¬ 
est for twelve years. In addition to 
the climatic backsets the farmers 
fire finding It well nigh impossible to 
find hands to work their fields, although 
in many communities they are offering 
negroes $2 a day for such work. Sim¬ 
itar conditions prevail In the Yazoo 
Ihlta, which is usually one of the 
State’s most prolific districts. As to the 
States eastward, while the rainfall has 
not been as damaging as In the valley 
cf the Mississippi, t^e weather condi¬ 
tions otherwise have not been dissim¬ 
ilar and the outlook for the cotton crop 
c.mnot be said to be much moro fa¬ 
vorable. The same conditions in re- 
t . 'ct to labor will N-o front the 
c Hton grower, since, wn.io the growth

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sort would cost the roads a billion of 
dollars. 

The increased weight of the trains 
upon the rails is not denied. But the 
Railroad Gazette asks why it Is that 
the eighty-pound rails of former times, 
many of which are still in use, stand 
the strain so much better than tho 
100 -pound rails that have succeeded 
them in many cases. This is said to 
be an undisputed fact, and the Gazette 
adds: 

“Two points here are specially note¬ 
worthy: First, the criminal willingness 
of the steel corporation and the compa¬ 
nies allied with it to manufacture rails 
thnt cost human life: second, lhe atti¬ 
tude, almost equally criminal, on the 
part of many high railroad officera to Ig¬ 
nore the plain? truths that are being 
brought before them by their superin¬ 
tendents and chief engineers. At the red¬ 
eem meeting of the American Railway 
Association in Chicago It was oskeh by 
G. L. Peck, general manager of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Lines West, that any representa¬ 
tive of the 230.000-odd miles of railroads 
In the United States present at the meet¬ 
ing who was satisfied with the rails ho 
was receiving, should get up; nobody got 
up. The representatives of the steel man¬ 
ufacturers. who were asked to defend 
their processes of manufacture, had noth¬ 
ing to say." 

The same paper says that there is 
no individual or combination of Indi¬ 
viduals that knows better how to 
make good rails than the United States 
Steel Corporation, but it nevertheless 
knowingly makes rails that break | an J 
kill people. 

It is stated, moreover, that the Ste.*l 
Tsust refuses to make mils according 
to gi>eclfleati(>n 8 of chemical cbmposl- 
tloji and details of rolling for Ameri¬ 
can railroads, but at the same time 
it is making rails for the Japanese 
Government at 310 less per ton than 
the price in this country, and is ad¬ 
hering to the Japanese specifications. 
If this is trde, the question is why Is 
It so? It must be because the Gov¬ 
ernment supports the Steel Trust in 


favoritism, by forcing the railroads to 
accept rails the breaking of which 
costs the lives of many people is cer¬ 
tainty a terrible arraignment not mere¬ 
ly of tho corporation, but of the policy 
which makes its monopoly possible. 
The professed enemies of combinations, 
however, continue to assert that the 
tariff has no relation whatever to 
trusts, although the racts of everyday 
life show that It is one of the greatest 
defenses that they possess. Mr. H. 6 . 
Havemeyer, of the American Sugar 
Refining Company, long ago sa^l that 
“the tariff Is the. mother of trusts," 
and Intelligent people know that this 
Is true, oven without the admission of 
a great trust magnate, it Is, of course, 
of great interest to know r whether the 
charges made against the trust with 
reference to broken rails are true or 
not, but whatever may be thought on 
that subject. It is clear to everybody 
w r ho understands the subject that the 
partnership of the Government with 
this corporation is of evil tendency and 
calculated to do the people Infinite 
harm. The indisposition to attack it 
results from the fact that there are 
many other hearts that will ache If 
the true relation of tho tariff to monop¬ 
olies and criminal combinations comes 
to be generally understood. Most of 
the others aro smaller, but not less 
vicious in the menace in which they 
employ the favoritism shown them. 


The Weather. 

“The weather Is a mdtter for which 
we are not half grateful enough/' 
runs an article in the Nortl^ American 
Review. “Its advantages and graces 
and charms are so unobtrusive that we 
are only half-way conscious of them.” 
And the writer proceeds to remark that 
the weather is probably the one thing 
that can be uninterruptedly complained 
of without retaliating, whilst^ its in¬ 
finite variety never grows stale. Sdnce 
It can never be forecast with exactness, 
the element of unexpectedness is al¬ 
ways present to keep people from 
growing weary. Nor does the coirt- 
mmtatxr r\ lose sight of the graver and 
more enduring charms of the weather. 
“It haa Inspired," says he, "a largo 
proportion of the world's lyric poetry; 
raJn and the wind, iho iky with all its 
shifting scenery, the 'obscure clouds, 
moulded of the casual air,’ the birth 
and death of seasons, lhe lightning 
flashes Illumining small islands of life, 
and all the lesser phenomena of the 
weather have kept the poets busy since 
time and poets began." And from this 
point the writer expands his eloquence 
Into a pyrotechnlcal-rhetorical apos¬ 
trophe of such radiance as would re¬ 
quire much hustling on the part of a 
fine summer's day, weather included, 
to match. 

What our oomtempo.ra.ry says of the 
weather Is undeniably true. It la 
difficult to guess how the world would 
get along without it. It If at the bot¬ 
tom of ail life, growth and material 
progress, and la the inspiration of oil 
branches of art. thought and human 
activities It is not surpassed in ita 
potency by anything else. And yot, 
after all, the moat conispicuous use 
made of the weather by man is as a 
subject of conversation. It has proved 
the salvation of sociability nnd the 
savior^of the power of speech. If It 
did not exist many a person who finds 
in it a theme within his scope would 
never have anything whatsoever to say 
to anybody, and so the general average 
of the world's sociability would be 
greatly reduced; also but for it as a 
reliance always at band many a 
person, having nothing to say, would 
lose the art of language and speech 
would be In danger of vanishing from 
earth. It is not unreasonable to sup¬ 
pose than but for the weather language 
would have* become obsolete genera¬ 
tions ago. But the weather existed; It 
Just had to be talked about; our fore¬ 
fathers talked about it and handed the 
talk down, and so to-day speech still 
flourishes in the world. 

It seems only fair, under the circum¬ 
stances, to say that great as Is the 
weather as a crop producer, a land¬ 
scape maker, a beauty promoter and 
magician generally, ita greatest role 
is that of a topic of conversation. 
There would be little conversation 
I thou t it. and without conversation— 
well, let all who are thankful for the 
privilege and knowledge of words take 
their halts off to the weather. It did it. 


tills crlmo and following Its threads to 
the proper solution, Lombroso, consid¬ 
ering it from tho standpoint of the se¬ 
rious-minded criminologist, would dis¬ 
cover in it food for fruitful reflection. 
As it is, the New York detectives, 
newspaper readers and students of hu¬ 
manity in general aro watching each 
development with genuine concern. 

This case is the trunk mystery, which 
for the pest two days has been de¬ 
scribed In the news columns. The idea 
of hiding a victim in a trunk is not 
original with the perpetrators of this 
particular murder; in fact, a trunk has 
figured in previous cases of conspicu¬ 
ous fascination, but there are circum¬ 
stances connected with the case in 
question which lift it from the level 
of the commonplace and make it of 
pronounced psychological value. The 
fact that the body found in the trunk 
left by the two Greeks in the New York 
lodging-house was that of an aged 
priest adds to rather than detracts from 
the case. Why should the murderers 
slay a priest? It is a habit of de¬ 
tectives to advance robbery as the first 
and handiest of motives, and so they 
promptly put It forward in this in¬ 
stance. Are they right, or was there 
behind the murder a motive less sim¬ 
ple, as, for instance, a Servian revolu¬ 
tionary plot, as somebody has suggest¬ 
ed? How was the priest lured to his 
death? Were the two Greeks the slny- 
ers, or was the trunk delivered to them 
by mistake, as they aver? Here is a 
gf»od opportunity for tho detectives 
to try their skill and bring fdrtih the 
answers to apparently baffling ques 
lions. 

The cheap, een.saaional clap-trap put 
out as detective stories and printed in 
the form of dime novels undoubtedly 
exerts an evil influence upon immature 
and impressionable natures; it Is de 
vlse 4 , to pander to wayward emotions 
by painting Impossibilities as possible 
and casting an unhealthful gJamourupon 
crime and its consequences; but a de 
teetive story that does not offend the 
sense of probability and presents an 
Intellectual side by involving the play 
of pure reason need not be tabooed. If 
it deal with an actual episode instead 
of an imagined one it takes on extra 
charm. There are those who will ob 
Jeclt to all detective stories on the 
ground that they necessarily must treat 
of crime, and the reader Is therefore 
brought into contact with sinister ac¬ 
tivities which can do him no good, 
Such a position may have a modicum 
of merit in it, but for the mo?t part It 
is extravagant. At any rate, high- 
grade detective stories from the life 
about us, no matter how the <jrime 
itself may be deprecated and the perpe¬ 
trators loathed, cannot hurt the adult 
reader.

The papeni referred to which Mr. Ayres 
sent Mr. Smith wefo th e unanimous letter 
Itself; a letter from the Champion Bridge 
Company, of Wilmington, O.. to Mr. Wal¬ 
lis, stating that they had sent stamped 
envelopes to correspond with the one in 
which this letter was sent to Esq. N. E. 
Nabb, at WallanU. and ulso tiiat they 
had sent them to all the members of the 
Fiscal Court of Trigg county and to the 
County Judge, County Attorney and 
County Clerk. An official paper, written 
by Esq. Nabb, was also sent to compare 
his handwriting with that of the anony¬ 
mous letter. This is all the evidence sent 
by Mr. Ayres In “his papers.” A thorough 
comparison was made of the anonymous 
letter and several different documents of 
Esq. Nabb’s handwriting by the grand 
Jury, who had every business man of 
the town before them who has had any 
experience in comparing writings, etc., the 
result of which Investigation was a com¬ 
plete exhoneration for Esq. Nabb. ‘ Thus 
it will be seen that, notwithstanding every 
effort was .made to g« t Mr. Ayres before 
the gTand Jury, he would not come. 

Then again, Mr. Steve Mosley, a pros, 
porous farmer of the southeastern part of 
this county, whoae plant beds have been 
scraped omco or twice, and who has been 
quoted as saying that he knew who the 
guilty parties were, failed to cotno before 
the grand Jury and render them any as¬ 
sistance In ferreting out these crimes. Ilf 
was then summoned by the grand Jury, 
but still refused to oofne. and finally had 
to be attached and brought here by the 
Sheriff, and was fined by fche court $5 and 
coats for contempt of court in not coming 
When summoned. H* was then turned 
over to the grand Jury and when placed 
upon oath and questioned stated that he 
knew nothing about who scraped his beds. 

All other persons in the county who 
had been visited In any way by the "night 
riders" or who were suspected of knowing 
anything in any way of any of these 
depredations were brought before the 
grand jury, but not one iota of Informa¬ 
tion was secured along this line.

the result of our Investigation Into late 
occurrences—the Bubject of unfavorable 
comment. 

“We have*made due and diligent In- 
ulry and used all the means at hand to 
Iscover and locate the responsibility of 
tho destruction of tobacco bams ami to¬ 
bacco l»eds and other offenses relating 
to the tobacco situation in our county. We 
have not been able to secure any testi¬ 
mony which would load us to a conclusion 
as to the guilt of any one. No one has 
come before ns voluntarily and offered 
any evidence whatever. Wo have coerc *«J 
the attendance of many witnesses without 
result, nearly all of whomywere brought 
before us by order of attachments.

LIGHT SENTENCE EXPECTED.

Roach, who conducted the schools with 
great success. Contracting consump¬ 
tion. Prof. Roach, with his wife and 
two little ohlldron, moved four years 
ago to Arizona tn t>ie hope of benefiting 
his health. He became a miner and 
lived Jn the little town of Hooper. He 
had never taken a drink of Intoxicating 
liquor up to the time ho left Kentucky, 
but in Arizona, owing to *he state of 
his health, physi<*kns advised him to 
drink moderntely.% is said he began 
In Ike course of time to drink to ex¬ 
cess. 

On November 9, 1906, in the raining 
town of Crown King. It Is alleged, while 
under the Influence of liquor, he had 
several fist fights in saloons. When 
last seen In the town he was armed 
with a Winchester rifle. A short time 
later the bullet of a Winchester rlfl* 
sped th rough the window of a saloon 
and pierced the heart of a young min¬ 
er. The victim of the bullet was stand¬ 
ing near a man with whom Roach had 
fought earlier in the evening. 

Prof. Roach denied that he was 
guilty, but circumstantial evidence was 
so strong that it was generally believed 
It would go hard with him. Without 
money or Influence, he appealed to his 
old friend Denny Smith, back In Ken¬ 
tucky, who, though court was In ses¬ 
sion at Cadiz, wont to Arizona and 
pleaded for the life of hte boyhood 
chum. The Jury brought In a verdict 
or murder In the second degree with 
a recommendation of mercy, and it is 
believed Prof. Roach will escape with 
a short prison sentence.

For many years the United States 
Stamped Envelope Agency ha* been es¬ 
tablished at Hartford. Conn., but shortly 
after June 30 next the envelopes and 
newspaper wrappers are to be manufac¬ 
tured at Dayton. O. This change is the 
result of a new contract that the Gov¬ 
ernment has entered into and which be¬ 
comes effective July 1. The removal wiU 
cause some delay in the filling of requisi¬ 
tions tor printed envelopes, and It is sug¬ 
gested to the regular users of special-re¬ 
quest envelopes that all orders for these 
envelopes for use about July, should be 
in the Louisville office not later than 
June 20. 

Information ha* been received by the 
Louisville post-office that the Post-Office 
Department will, shortly after June $0, 
begin the issue of stamped envelope* and 
newspaper wrappers bearing embossed 
postage stamps in new designs In four de¬ 
nominations— on©, two, four and five 
cents. Tho form of these stamps will be 
un ellipse. The subjects nnd color* of 
their,background will be: One-cent. Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin, green; two-cant, George 
Washington, red; four-cent, Benjamin 
Franklin, black, and flvc-cent. George 
Washington, blue. These stamps will be 
Issued to postmasters as soon ah the 
present stock of envelopes and wrappers 
is exhausted and the old envelopes and 
wrappers will continue to be valid for 
postage. 

Postmaster Woods has received notifi¬ 
cation from the Post-office Department 
that postage stamps without the usual 
perforations will be issued when desired 
in this form for use In automatic affixing 
or stamp-vending machines. The post¬ 
master is Informed that a requisition for 
these stamps should not be made unless 
he has satisfactory assurance that at 
least 10.000 stamps of eAch denomination 
ordered will lie Fold within a reasonable 
time. Tt Is understood that drug stores 
In Louisville where stamps have been 
sold heretofore will Install the stamp- 
vending machine for convenience. Often 
In the downtown drug stores the cashier 
Is kept busy the best part of the day 
exchanging stamps for money, which is 
purely an accommodation. The machine 
device saves the time of a clerk or 
cashier.
